4. (Once Amended) The method of Claim 1 wherein the medicament is 
[chosen] selected from the group consisting of: analgesics; muscle relaxants; antibiotics; 
antivirals; antihistamines; decongestants; anti-inflammatories; antacids; psychotherapeutic 
agents; insulin; vitamins; minerals; and cardiovascular agents. * 



7. (Once Amended) A method for reducing the amount of agent necessary to 
achieve an effect in an individual as compared a typi^m agent that is swallowed comprising the 
steps of: 

providing a chewing gum [including/ consisting of a water-soluble portion, a water- 
insoluble base, sweeteners, flavor, and a*9agent that is typically swallowed by an individual to 



achieve a specific effect, the chewing
